It is no secret that the native 
populations are throwing off the 
white man’s ex ploitation and it is 
our job to see that they do not fall 
prey to Communism which would 
be even worse than slavery .

He was first re tried last May 
at Greensburg, when the jury failed 
to reach a verdict.

After J udge Goddard sustained 
his plea to fight his own case. 
Brown took the witness stand, and 
began telling his story of incidents 
surrounding his arrest here. 
He continued on the stand after 
the noon recess, and there was no 
intimation as to how much time 
would be required on the defense 
side.

Latest On Saucers 


Because o f the mathematical certainty 
that repo rts o f fly ing saucers being seen 
so mewhere in the co untry will reappear 
mo mentarily after a hiatus o f so me wreeks, 
scientific testimo ny o n the subject is o f 
so me interest. 
Thus the testimo ny o f Verno n G. Plank 
o f the Air Fo rce Research Center, Cam­ 
bridge, Mass., is wo rth no ting. He giv es o ut 
with the o pinio n that fly ing saucer repo rts 
may stem in so me cases fro m freak weath­ 
er co nditio ns. Then he adds that there hav e 
been to o many repo rts by qualified aerial

by citing meteo ro lo gical co nditio ns alo ne. 
“ Electro nic equiv alent o f a mirage,” is 
the term applied to meteo ro lo gical saucers 
by Plank. This, he said, is sho wn in radar 
repo rts o f “ angels,” a term describing pat­ 
terns picked up fro m no apparent so urce. 
Plank made his v iews kno wn while at­ 
tending the 125 th natio nal meeting o f the 
American Meteo rlo gical So ciety , which he 
addressed at Austin, Tex . Ex plaining the 
reaso ns fo r his co nclusio n that no t all re­ 
po rts o f saucers can be attributed to me­ 
teo ro lo gical co nditio ns, he said that if such 
were the fact there sho uld be mo re repo rts 
in the summer alo ng co astline areas and at 
night, where such co nditio ns wo uld prev ail 
mo st o ften.

WASHINGTON UP — The Eisenhower administra­ 
tion, u sing the Harry Dex ter White case as a starter, 
can now carry v ariations of it into the 1954 congres­ 
sional election y ear. 
Atty . Gen. Brownell laid the fou ndation—with his 
charge the Tru man administration was lax in get­ 
ting rid of Commu nists—for a continu ing inv estiga­ 
tion into similar cases. 
The 1945 FBI report which named White as a 
su spected Ru ssian spy named other gov ernment em­ 
ploy es, too. Many of them, like White, were allowed 
to keep their jobs for months or y ears afterwards. 
The Senate’s su bcommittee on internal secu rity , 
which heard Brownell and FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoov er Tu esday , asked former Secretary of Treas­ 
u ry John W. Sny der, friend of former President Tru ­ 
man, to appear today . 
Sny der told the committee he cou ldn’t make it to­ 
day bu t wou ld answer later its q u estions abou t Harold 
Glasser, who was mentioned in the 1945 FBI report, 
held a high treasu ry job, and was an adv iser to 
White. 
Glasser also was kept in gov ernment serv ice after 
the FBI report and, like White, was promoted. Ju st 
as Tru man wrote White a letter of regret u pon his 
leav ing gov ernment serv ice, Sny der wrote Glasser 
a similar note when he resigned. And former Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Acheson wrote a note praising 
his work. 
Later, when Glasser was called before this same 
su bcommittee du ring the Tru man administration, 
he refu sed 113 times to answer q u estions, citing 
the constitu tional gu arantee against possible self­ 
incrimination. 
Brownell opened u p a road for going ov er the 
same grou nd again with a new twist: Why did the 
Tru man administration keep these people in gov ern­ 
ment serv ice after getting FBI reports on them and 
then let them resign with notes of regret or praise? 
He perhaps singled ou t White becau se White had 
reached greater eminence in the Tru man adminis­ 
tration than the others. 
Tru man claimed in his Monday night broadcast 
that he kept White on becau se there was not enou gh 
ev idence in the early FBI reports to conv ict him, and 
to giv e the FBI more time to check on White and 
others. 
Hoov er, by his testimony before the committee 
Tu esday , indicated su ch a decision was strictly Tru 
man’s. He said it was taken with FBI disapprov al.

NEW YORK cfi — Am erican ex­ 
po rters are finding it takes mo re 
effo rt to day to sell their fo reign 
m arkets.

New Po lio Vaccine 
To Be Giv en 2nd 
Grade Pupils 


NEW YORK Off) — A hope-laden 
polio vaccine will be given to prob­ 
ably one million school children— 
in second grades only —beginning 
Feb. 8 in an effort to learn whether 
polio has been conq uered. 
Official details of a uniq ue na­ 
tionwide medical test 
were an­ 
nounced Monday by the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paraly sis. 
The children will get three suc­ 
cessive shots of a vaccine made 
of killed polio virus 
and 
triple­ 
tested for safety . 
The vaccine was developed by 
Dr. Jonas E. Salk of the University 
of Pittsburgh. It will be given to 
second graders in public, private 
and parochial schools in some 200 
U. S. counties — none officially 
named as y et. 
What happens to these y oung­ 
sters during nex t sum m er’s natur­ 
al ex posure to polio will tell w heth-; 
er the vaccine is a success. 
Success will be assured if these 
y oungsters have less paraly tic po­ 
lio, or none, compared with 
un 
vaccinated children of the first 
through third grades in those same 
counties. 
The answer won’t be known until j 
some time in 1955 when careful 
scientific checkups have been com­ 
pleted, said Basil O’Connor, foun­ 
dation president. 
If the vaccine does really pro­ 
tect, then large amounts could be 
made available for children of all 
ages in 1955. O’Connor said 
The counties and states for the
